Sumpter Twp. resident charged 
for growing too much marijuana

Sumpter Township resident Nelson Po, 
67, was arraigned at 34" District Court on 
Monday morning on one count of controlled 
substance, delivery / ? 
manufacturing 5-45 k 
kilograms of marijuana 
(or 20 to 200 plants). 

This was much more 
than the 72 plants 
allowed under the 
Michigan Marijuana 
Act, said Sumpter 
Township Police Detective John Toth. 

If he is found guilty of the charge Po 
faces seven years in prison or a $500,000 
fine. 

Po is out on a $10,000 personal 
recognizance bond and is scheduled to be 
back at 34" District Court on Aug. 31 for 
his probable cause conference and on Sept. 
7 for his preliminary exam. 

Sumpter police raided Po’s marijuana 


Nelson Po 
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growing setup in the 45000 block of Harris 
Road at about 10 a.m. Tuesday, Aug. 16, 
and stayed through the morning of Aug. 
17. 

Det. Toth said Sumpter police, with the 
aid of the Monroe Area Narcotics Team and 
Investigative Services (MANTIS) run by 
the Michigan State Police, burned a large 
quantity of marijuana over that night. He 
said a nearby resident cooperated by giving 
police property for the burning operation. 
They used diesel fuel. 

At the time Po and another person were 
arrested and the Wayne County Prosecutor ’s 
office issued a warrant for Po, but did not 
charge the person. A third person was cited, 
he said. 

“Tt was over and beyond what he’s allowed 
to have,” Det. Toth said of the amount of 
marijuana at the site. 

Neighbors said that police confiscated 
vehicles and equipment from the barns, but 
Det. Toth said he would rather not comment 
on that at this time.

Keystone Academy honored by NHA for enrollment, excellence

Keystone Academy Principal Keturah 
Godfrey announced that she had accepted 
two awards for Keystone from National 
Heritage Academies: one for student 
enrollment and one naming it a Four Star 
School of Excellence. 

She told the Keystone school board at its 
meeting Aug. 18 that she was very pleased 
to get Four-Star designation because last 
year they were a Three-Star school. 

She said the charter school is doing 
very well with its enrollment and student 
attrition is low. 

Board president Vesta Losen said she 
was glad to see the scores up, but she 
wanted a synopsis of the problem in parent 
satisfaction, which shows less satisfaction 
than before. 

Principal Godfrey said dissatisfaction was 
up 2% from last year and she attributed it 
to a change in demographics, with working 
parents not able to participate in school 
activities as much and noting they were just 
“satisfied” rather than “highly satisfied.” 

She said the parent survey gives the school 
a picture of what parents are thinking. 


Godfrey said this year they will be 
putting on the back of the school t-shirts 
the statement: “Intelligence and character 
is the true goal of education.” 

She said the people they are surveying 
are different than those of five years ago, 
all across NHA. 

“They feel a problem with discipline 
being effective,” Losen said. 

Godfrey said parents whose children are 
in trouble are upset. And, then those who 
want other children punished want to know 
what was done and because of privacy rules 
Godfrey said she can’t tell them. 

Then, there is a family that had several 
severe issues and others think they should 
be kicked out, she said. But, some are 
special education children and there rules 
about that. 

“All they see is the behavior,” said 
Godfrey. “Many parents who come to 
talk to me get an explanation and leave 
satisfied.” 

Then there is a group of people who get 
on the phone or text each other and it is 
gossip, she said, adding it’s parents who 
have been here a long time. 

“When they see the demographics, they 


think Keystone is going downhill, but 
Keystone is not going downhill,” Godfrey 
said. 

“I think discipline is always going

Transgender 
bathrooms maybe 


not a big problem 


On Sunday, a federal judge in Texas 
ruled in a case brought by 13 states that the 
federal rule on transgender bathrooms goes 
against federal law and every state has to 
follow this ruling. 

Mary Ban told of the ruling at Tuesday’s 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
meeting when State Rep. Bill LaVoy was 
present to answer questions from residents 
of his district. 

Mary Sherwood has asked about 
transgender bathrooms to begin the 
discussion and Rep. LaVoy said there is 
no legislation one way or the other, but 
the state Board of Education has set some 
rules. 

After Ban discussed the Texas federal 
ruling, Rep. LaVoy said he had a personal 
opinion. Rep. LaVoy said, in his opinion, “T 
think the state has many better things to do 
than act on this subject.” 

Keystone Academy in Sumpter Township 
recently joined in a national law suit on the 
issue of transgender bathrooms. The federal 
government had sent out a letter to all school 
boards threatening them with loss of federal 
funds if they didn’t allow transgender use 
of restrooms of their choice. 

Ban also asked Rep. LaVoy about 
Common Core and if it will be rescinded in 
Michigan. LaVoy said he has seen no move 
to do so, although there has been discussion 
on the subject. Ban noted that several states 
have rescinded their approvals of Common 
Core.

The Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission didn’t meet on Aug. 17, as 
scheduled, because there was lack of a 
quorum. The commission was going to 
discuss, among other things, possible fines 
for those contractors ignoring the coal tar 
ban. 

Staff had gathered coal tar ordinances

for five Michigan communities, so 
commissioners could study them to see 
what others were doing. This is sure to be 
on the Sept. 21 meeting agenda. 

Van Buren Township was the first 
municipality in the state to have a coal tar 
ordinance, followed by Scio Township, 
City of Ann Arbor, Spring Lake Township, 
Hamburg Township and City of Dexter. 
State Rep. Kristy Pagan has introduced 
a statewide ban and her proposal is in 
committee. 

The ordinances for Ann Arbor and Spring 
Lake call violation of any part of the 
ordinance to be a civil infraction with up 
to a $10,000 fine. They are serious about 
this. 

Spring Lake has up to $500 for the first 
offense and then up to $1,000. The others, 
including VBT, refer to offenses as civil 
infractions and the penalty amounts are not 
listed in the ordinances. 

The next commission meeting at 7 p.m., 
Sept. 21, should be interesting. It’s an open 
meeting, but not on cable. 

At Friday’s Battle for Belleville, the big 
tank was brought in on a trailer and it had 
new rubber on the treads so it wouldn’t 
harm the Main Street pavement. The city 
council was advised that it wouldn’t turn 
and would just go forward and backward

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FMAR seeks support 
to save more animals 


To the Editor: 

Thank you so very much for the great 
article you wrote regarding our building 
renovation project. This project has been 
a dream of Friends of Michigan Animals 
Rescue (FMAR) for over 13 years and the 
thought of getting it completed has been 
our inspiration and ultimate goal. 

We moved to Sumpter Township because 
we wanted to make a difference in the lives 
of the animals in our community. For the 
past 13 years we have felt that the move 
to Sumpter Township was the best decision 
we had ever made and the support from the 
police department has been better than we 
could have imagined. 

We have always secured permits when 
we have done any renovations to any of 
our buildings and we would never think 
to move forward without permits and 
inspections. We also have a drawing of the 
plans for the barn hanging on the wall that 
the inspectors have seen each time they 
came. Some of the dimensions and rooms 
have changed and nothing is set in stone but 
it was a good start to what we had planned 
for the barn renovation project. 

We understand the importance of building 
a safe structure and we have always passed 
our inspections and worked with the 
inspectors to add or change anything they 
have asked of us. We are happy to meet 
any of their safety requirements. With 
that said, after the meeting Pete met with 
an architect that would give FMAR the 
complete drawings that were asked for 
by the planning commission board. The 
estimated cost to hire this architect was 
between $10,000- $15,000! This added 
cost is not covered with the grant monies, 
and even if it was allowed would take 1/3 
of the grant. This would not allow us to 
complete even half of the project. 

FMAR has saved for 13 years and submitted 
hundreds of grants to raise this money and 
we just cannot afford the drawings that 
the planning board is asking us for. Even 
though we have grown in the last 13 years 
we are still a small non-profit that has 
never received funding from the township 
or the state to sustain our budget. We have 
to raise every dime to keep the shelter 
going. In order for us to find great homes 
for the animals we take in, we have to get 
them ready for adoption and sometimes the

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medical costs are staggering. Our adoption 
fees don’t begin to cover our costs of even 
the spay/neuters and vaccines, and if we 
raise the adoption fees we wouldn’t be able 
to compete with the humane society. If we 
can’t find new homes for the animals we 
take in we can’t take more animals in from 
our communities. 

We are not sure what difference 
combining the 3 properties would do to 
help the situation we have found ourselves 
in however, we have tried to combine our 
6.5 acres into one property but the land and 
buildings will not appraise for the amount 
we would still owe on the properties so the 
bank will not allow it. 

All we ask is that we all work together to 
make this a blessing for Sumpter Township 
and the animals who come to stay until 
they find new families to care for them. 
We really do want to protect animals and 
residents by promoting a healthy and safe 
environment for all. 

We appreciate your support and the support 
of the residents of our community. Thank 
you so much for your news articles. We 
hope the people who read it will continue 
to support FMAR and help us grow. If there 
is an architect out there who would like to 
help with drawings please give us a call.

Judge Green adjourns 
Cahill’s preliminary 
exam until Aug. 31

Charles James Cahill, 49, being held 
without bond for second-degree murder in 
a July 27 drunk-driving traffic accident in 
Sumpter Township, is scheduled to be at 
34" District Court in Romulus at 10 a.m., 
Wednesday, Aug. 31. 

Cahill was before Chief 34" District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green on Aug. 
17 by video from the Wayne County Jail 
for his probable cause conference. Nine 
members of the victim’s family were in the 
courtroom, one carrying a large photo of 
12-year-old Victoria Mack, who died from 
injuries following the crash. 

David Lankford, Cahill’s court-appointed 
attorney, said Mike Reynolds, the Wayne 
County Assistant Prosecutor of record in 
the case, doesn’t yet have the medical exam 
report out of Washtenaw County and he 
also needs to review the extensive accident 
report from the Michigan State Police.

Lankford said, as well, Reynolds has a 
trial the following week. He asked for the 
preliminary exam to be adjourned for a 
week to give Reynolds time to prepare. 

Cahill waived his right to a preliminary 
exam within seven days and Judge Green 
set his exam for Aug. 31. 

Judge Green continued his remand to jail 
with no bond. 

Lankford said that “Murder 2 is not 
automatic remand” and Judge Green replied 
that she knew that and had thought about it 
before taking away Cahill’s original bond 
of $1 million and remanding him to jail. 

She said she took away Cahill’s bond on 
his new arraignment for murder after the 
victim died. 

Cahill is being held on charges of second- 
degree murder, operating while intoxicated 
causing death, operating while intoxicated- 
3", driving while license suspended causing 
death, and driving with open intoxicant in 
vehicle. 

At his arraignment, Judge Green said 
the second-degree homicide charge was 
punishable by a maximum penalty of life 
in prison. 

Cahill’s driver’s license had been revoked 
by the Secretary of State in 1990, but he 
continued to drive. 

Judge Green said the high blood-alcohol 
content of .203 within seven years of a 
conviction is punishable by a maximum 
of 20 years in prison. There also was a 
high blood-alcohol content misdemeanor 
charge, she said. 

At Cahill’s arraignment on the new 
charges, Judge Green read off a list of 
ten past convictions for operating while 
intoxicated. 

She said the third official notice calls for 
a maximum of five years in jail; his driving 
while licensed suspended, 15 years in jail;

His label as a habitual 
offender could make his sentence a life 
offense, she said. 

The charges stemmed from the 8:18 p.m., 
July 27, accident at the corner of Willis and 
Martinsville roads. Cahill reportedly was 
northbound on Martinsville at more than 
80 mph when he collided with a minivan 
with Victoria in the back seat. 

She was cut out of the vehicle by Sumpter 
fire fighters and airlifted to Mott Children’s 
Hospital in Ann Arbor, where she died July 
30. There has been no report of any injuries 
to the two women and two other female 
children, ages 2 and 3, who were also in 
the minivan.

Jon Allen Colombo, 60, waived his 
preliminary exam by video from the Wayne 
County Jail where he was being held. He 
was charged with operating while license 
suspended-third time on May 10, 2015 in 
Van Buren Township. 

His court-appointed attorney Elizabeth 
Young said he was arraigned the 
previous Friday and his fiance posted the 
$10,000/10% bond. He then had to wait for 
an alcohol tether, Young said. 

Judge Green said that would be a Sober 
Link. 

Colombo said he was arrested Wednesday, 
arraigned Thursday, and his fiancé posted 
the bond on Friday. He said he has a show 
with a producer the following Saturday and 
has to get out of jail. 

Judge Green said that Judge Parrott 
ordered the Sober Link and she is not 
changing the conditions, “Not with all 
those priors.” 

She bound Colombo over for an 
arraignment on the information at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice at 9 a.m., Aug. 24. 
Judge Green said attorney Young should 
call the tether department on her own.

Loretta Ann Tocco, 54, was lodged 
in the Wayne County Jail on a bond of 
$30,000/10% on a charge of operating 
while intoxicated, third time, on Dec. 24, 
2015 in Van Buren Township. She allegedly 
violated bond while on tether. 

She was due for her probable cause 
conference before Judge Green on Aug. 
17 and was at the jail. Tocco’s retained

Belleville Mayor Kerreen Conley told 
the city council Aug. 15 that she thinks the 
city’s requirement for two-story buildings 
in the downtown may be prohibitive to 
development. 

She explained her concerns to the council 
and council members agreed and voted 
to ask the planning commission to look 
at the one provision in Chapter 66 of the 
zoning ordinance that requires two-story 
construction downtown. 

The planning consultant is expected to 
attend the planning commission meeting 
on Sept. 8 and the planner will be asked to 
estimate the amount of money it will take to 
revisit this requirement. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said it 
costs $400 every time a planner comes to 
a meeting. 

Mayor Conley said the city hasn’t had a 
lot of development in the downtown area. 
She said they want people to walk around 
in the downtown area and visit retail shops. 
It just can’t be all services. Retail is needed, 
she said. 

“Maybe it’s time for the planning 
commission to sit down and talk about 
it,’ Conley said, adding they can ask the 
consultant to come in and tell the city what 
other communities are doing. 

The council also discussed the 50% retail 
required block by block downtown. 

“We really want to get retail in the 
downtown area,” Conley said, adding with 
Chapter 66 they really haven’t seen that 
happening. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said, 
“We have sucha unique set of circumstances

in Belleville. We’ve had a hard time trying 
to keep commercial on the ground floor.” 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall said she 
didn’t think the requirement to have retail 
at 50% per block is so complicated, as 
some have said. 

“This was brought to us as a 
recommendation by our planners,’ she 
recalled. 

“We can ask the planners if there is 
something else we could be doing to make 
that happen,” Conley said. 

Rutherford said a lot of businesses on 
Main Street, who say they are retail, are not 
really retail, like the tracker plan and the 
pharmacy. 

“We absolutely would agree with you,” 
Conley said. 

“Tt all was done with the best of intentions,” 
Councilwoman Tindall said. “All we 
wanted was a walkable downtown ... The 
implementation has been challenging.” 
When asked, she estimated the requirement 
was added within the last seven years she’s 
been on the council. 

Conley said services don’t need to be on 
Main Street because people will go to the 
doctor’s office, for example, wherever they 
are located. 

She said she doesn’t know if the lack of 
development downtown is because of the 
economic downturn or something else. 

In other business at the 50-minute meeting 
on Aug. 15, the council: 

e Approved amendments to the Sign 
Ordinance as recommended by the planning 
commission, which had held a public 
hearing. Most of the changes are required 
by a decision of the U.S. Supreme Court; 

e Approved the request from the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts to coordinate the 
citywide yard sale at Victory Park on Sept. 
10 and 11. Becky Hasen said people do not 
have to sign up in advance, but just show 
up at the park as early as 7 a.m. on Saturday 
and can stay until 5 p.m.; and to set up as 
early at 9 a.m. on Sunday and can stay until 
4 p.m. Cost per day is $15 or $25 for both 
days. Participants provide their own tables 
and clean up after themselves, she said. 
Hasen asked the city to make sure there 
is toilet paper in the rest rooms at Victory 
Station. For more information, call Hasen

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VBT board discusses buying three F-250 2017 pick-up trucks

At the Aug. 15 work study session of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
Public Services Director James Taylor 
explained the three 2017 four-wheel drive, 
pick-up trucks he wants to buy for the 
Buildings & Grounds fleet. 

He said he went out for bids and received 
two. The bid of $85,200 from Atchinson 
Ford was $3,712.88 less than the only other 
bid received, he said. Jack Demmer Ford’s 
bid was $88,912.88. 

Director Taylor said the purchase is in 
the budget in the Buildings and Grounds 
Capital Outlay account. 

The purchase is scheduled to be on the 
agenda of the Sept. 6 regular township 
board meeting for consideration. 

Taylor said the trucks are replacements 
for aging vehicles. He said the trucks 
perform a wide variety of maintenance 
tasks township-wide. They are used for 
snow removal and grounds maintenance 
for township properties, including the 
township’s five parks and four cemeteries, 
as well as support services for elections 
and other activities provided by a number 
of township departments. 

“These trucks have gone beyond their 
service life and are requiring increased 
repair costs and down time with no added 
values,” he wrote in a memo to the board, 
adding the trucks are eight and nine years 
old. 

Two of the trucks he recommended in the 
memo were F-250 Super Cabs, to be used 
by staff that requires more cab space for 
tools and gear, and one is a F-250 Regular 
Cab that requires a longer bed for hauling 
lumber, picnic tables, and other larger 
items used in the parks. 

He said in the memo that the Super Cabs 
have become the standard for most of the 
trucks recently purchased in the Water & 
Sewer Department. 

But, when he presented his proposal 
to the board at the work/study session, 
Taylor announced that he has reduced the 
two Super Cabs to Regular Cabs. He said 
the Super Cab was a step up to give more 
space, but it’s not absolutely essential. 

He said the change reduces the price from 
$85,200 to $81,000. 

“We’re not getting leather seats?” asked 
Trustee Jeff Jahr and Taylor said the seats 
were not leather. 

Trustee Jahr noted that the trucks have 
6.2L V8 gasoline engines and asked if a 6 
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cylinder would be OK. 

“TIl defer to you,” Jahr said. “I don’t 
want to question your judgment.” He said 
normally bare-bones pick-up trucks are 
used for maintenance crews. 

“This is a far cry from that,” he said, “but, 
if that’s what you want...” 

Taylor said they decided to go with the 
6.2, but they will take a second look at it. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked what the 
life of a truck is, noting that the police 
department puts the life of a patrol car at 
100,000 miles. 

Taylor said these trucks have heavy usage 
and are pretty beat up. He said they lost one 
of those trucks for two weeks in December 
because it needed chassis work. When 
asked if they could trade the old trucks in, 


Taylor said they couldn’t but they would 
auction them off and the money goes back 
into the general fund. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd asked what were 
the “hard miles” he said the trucks drove, 
since they mainly drive on paved surfaces. 

Taylor replied it was pushing snow, 
running around a lot, pushing other things, 
and basically being work trucks. 

Former Supervisor Paul White asked the 
mileage on the vehicles being replaced and 
Taylor said they were: 87,978, 75,335, and 
59,468. 

White said those mileages were not 
excessive and a lot of work trucks have 
150,000 miles on them. 

Taylor said the one with 59,468 miles 
cost the most in maintenance last year. 


Trustee Miller asked if the township 
was getting a reduced rate for buying 
three instead of one and Taylor said he 
didn’t know, but they probably are getting 
a bulk rate. He said he would ask Craig 
Atchinson.

VBT Board rezones property owned by LDFA on Ecorse Rd.

At its Aug. 16 regular meeting, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approved the second, and final, reading of 
the rezoning of a parcel on Ecorse Road 
owned by the VBT Local Development 
Finance Authority. 

The small parcel, just west of Hannan 
Road on the south side of Ecorse, has been 
rezoned from AG (Agricultural) to C (Local 
Business) at the request of the LDFA. 
The planning commission recommended 
approval after a public hearing during 
which no public spoke for or against it. 

The LDFA wants to sell the property 
and felt it would get a better price if it was 
zoned for commercial activity.
